The French in Mexico. — V era Oruz dates 
of the 17th ult have been received via Ha- 
vana, and though a French steam transport 
which sailed from that port on the 22d has 
reached New York, a studied silence in rela- 
tion to events in Puebla has been maintained. 
The N.Y Times says the accounts received via 
Havana, though somewhat confused and con- 
contradictory, are sufficiently clear and ex- 
plicit to establish the feet that the French have 
not yet taken Puebla. Indeed, the prospect 
that they will accomplish this feat of arms 
appears to grow less and less favorable. Inti- 
mations, amounting to something definite, leak 
out among the French accounts, to the effect 
that they are meeting with very heavy losses; 
that they are very much demoralized, and the 
supply of provisions and ammunition is begin- 
ning to fail. From the 6th ult. to the latest 
date, there is absolutely nothing definite in 
the advices, except that a series of desperate 
contests had taken place in the suburbs 
and the streets of a part of the city 
of Puebla. These advices do not leave 
Gen. Forey in possession of any considerable 
or commanding part of the besieged city. On 
the contrary, he appears to be fighting at con- 
siderable disadvantage against a foe that 
grows more powerful and determined as the 
contest progresses. 

The fact that the latest advices are so in- 
definite, so little favorable to the French, and 
that General Forey has strictly prohibited the 
transmission of aqy despatches or news except 
his own to Vera Cruz, leads to the belief that 
the invading army has at least not much to 
boast of. Whatever may be the result, it is 
now certain that the siege of Puebla by the 
French will constitute one of the most re- 
markable episodes in the history of modern 
warfare. Should the French be finally driven 
from Mexico, the elevation of the Mexican ua- 
tion will be commensurate with the loss of 
French prestige. The result of the contest in 
Mexico is fraught with immense consequences 
to this Continent, and the policy of the lead- 
ing nations of Europe. 
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Saved by a Pockemobk.— D uring the fight 
on Friday at Bartou’s Station, Capt. Adams of 
the 9th Illiuois, was struck with a musket hall 
on his pocket-book, which he carried in his 
side pocket. The ball penetrated the pocket- 
book, piercing several “greenbacks,” and en- 
ded by gving him a slight wound on the breast 
— tfie Captain secured the ball, and thinks it 
and the pocket-book will makegood souvenirs 
of the war . — Army Letter.

The Dead qp Pompeii Exhumed.— Some 
time since we published a brief account of 
the discovery of human remains, in a state of 
good preservation, in a house in Pompeii. In- 
teresting particulars of the recent researches 
in the buried city are given by a correspond- 
ent in the London Athenseum, who says that 
the human bodies were found in an excava- 
tion near the house called that of Abbondan- 
za. Falling in a mass of pumice stpne, these 
unfortunate persons had not become attached 
to the soil, and it was easy to cut away the 
ground beneath them; but above, fire, ashes, 
and hot water had beeu rained upon them from 
the fiery mountain, causing their death and 
Insuring their preservation for nearly two 
thousand years. On removing the debris, 
which consisted of the roof and ashes which 
had fallen into the interior of the house, some- 
thing like a human form was discovered, 
though nothing but fine powder was visible. 

It occurred to Cavalier Florelli that this might 
be a kind of sarcophagus created by Vesuvius, 
and that within were the remains of one of 
the victims of that terrible eruption. But how 
to remove or preserve them? A happy 
idea struck him. Plaster of Paris was poured 
into an aperture, the interior having been dis- 
covered to be hollow in consequence of the 
destruction of the flesh, and mixiDg with and 
uniting with the bones, restored to the world 
a Roman lady of the first century. 

Further researches led to the discovery pf 6 
male body, qnother woman, and that of a 
young girl; but that which first awakened the 
interest of the excavators was the finding of 
ninety-one pieces of silver money, four ear- 
rings, a finger-ring, all of gold, together with 
two iron keys and evident remains of a linen 
bag. These interesting relics have been now 
successftilly removed, and are lying in a house 
not far distant. They are to be preserved in 
Pompeii, and foqr brqn;e tables, of an an- 
tique fcshion, are preparing for their reception. 

The first body discovered was that of a wo- 
man, who lay on her right side, and from the 
twisted position of her body bad been much 
convulsed. Her left band and arm were raised 
and contorted, and the knuckles were bent in 
tightly; the right arm was broken, and at each 
end of the fragments the cellular character of 
the bones was seen. The form of the head- 
dress and the hair were distinctly visible. On 
the bone of the little finger of the left hand 
were two silver rings, one of which was a 
guard. The sandals remain, or the soles at 
least, and iron or nails are unmistakably to 
be seen. Though the body was much bent, 
the legs were extended as if under the influ- 
ence of extreme pain. 

In an inner chamber was found the figure 
of the young girl lying on its face, resting on 
its clasped hands and arms; the legs drawn up, 
the left lying over the right — the body thinly 
covered over in some parts by the scoria or 
the plaster, whilst the skull was visible, high- 
ly polished. One hand was partially closed, 
as if it bad grasped something, probably her 
dress, with which it had covered the head. 
The finger-bones protruded through the in- 
crusted ashes, and on the surface of the body, 
in various parts, was distinctly visible the web 
of the linen with which it had been covered. 
There was lying by the side of the child a full 
grown woman, the left leg slightly elevated, 
whilst the right arm is broken ; but the left, 
which is bent, is perfect, and the band is closed. 
The little finger has an iron ring; the left ear, 
which is uppermost, is very conspicuous and 
stands off trom the head. The folds of the 
drapery, the very web remain, and a nice ob- 
server might detect the quality of the dress. 

The body of the man lay upon its back, 
with the legs stretched out to their full length. 
There was an iron ring on the little finger of 
the left hand, which, together with the arm, 
was supported by the elbow. The folds of the 
dress on the arm and over the whole upper 
part of the body were visible; the sandals 
were there, and the bones of one foot protru- 
ded through what might have been a broken 
sandal. The traces of the hair of the head 
and beard were there; and the breath of life, 
adds the writer, had only to be inspired into 
this and the other three figures to restore to 
the world of the nineteenth century the Ro 
mans of the first century. They might have 
fallen but yesterday, for were there not still 
remaining their sandals, their dress, the very 
tracery of their hair? They were trying to 
escape from destruction, for the bodies were 
found at a short distance one from the other, 
os if in the act of running. What could have 
induced them to remain so long it is only 
permitted to imagine. They were three 
women who, terror struck, had been unable, 
perhaps, to act until aided and urged forward 
by the man. It may be that, with thatattach- 
ment which binds us all so closely to our na- 
tive place and our hearth, they still clung to 
their homes with the hope that the storm 
would soon pass away.

Thomas B. Waller, late captain of company 
G, and senior captain of the regiment, re- 
ceived his commission as Major of the 20(h 
Keutnekv infantry on yesterday. He sco- 
nced j McjarB. F. Buckner, who resigned on 
the 18 h nit. Our late Major was a true and 
gallant officer. His conduct on the field of 
Shiloh, before Corinth, and at Nelson's Cross 
Roads, mark him as a bold, intrepid, and splen- 
did officer. Major Buckner had the confi- 
dence and the esteem of ail the subordinate 
officers and privates under his command. 

In a word, he is a noble specimen of the true 
Kentucky gentleman — frank, generous, true, 
genial, and pleasant in his intercourse with 
his fellow men. He carries with him in his 
retirement to private life the deep regrets of 
bis associates on the tented field on account of 
his absence, and tbeir best wishes for bis future 
success in his new position. 

On the whole, our recently appointed Major 
will have a very different task to fill bis pres- 
ent position as ably and satisfactorily a3 bis 
predecessor did. 

Maj. Waller Is a clever gentleman, and I hope 
he will prove himself adequate to all tho du- 
ties of his new po3t. His appointment, so far 
as I am informed, gives general satisfaction, 
and if he will only live up to the example 
which has been set him by his worthy prede- 
cessor, he cannot fail to gain tho universal es- 
teem of all his subordinate officers. Major 
Waller's appointment is a good one. Ho is 
an officer of decided ability. There are yet 
remaining in this regimem two efficient offi- 
cers who richly deserve promotion and whose 
merits call loudly for that distinguished hon- 
or. While men of inferior qualifications have 
been promoted on the right hand and on the 
left to positions in which they have no expe- 
rience whatever, there is a lamentable in- 
stance of gross injustice to two offiers in the 
20th Kentucky, both of whom have discharg- 
ed all the duties of a higher position for fif- 
teen long months, faithfully and satisfactorily 
to all concerned, without the honor or pay 
dqe to the position they have so ably filled. 
This is not right. When officers prove 
themselves adequate to all tho duties of 
any post, and fill it ably for fifteen 
months, they ought to receive honor 
and pay accordingly. The officers I refer to 
are Ool. 8. D. Bruce and Lieut. Col. Charles 
S. Hanson. Ool. Bruce has bad the command 
of a brigade since January 1862, and Lieut. 
Col. Hanson hag had the command of tho 20th 
Kentucky for the same longth of time. 

Col. Bruce's efficiency has been demonstra- 
ted time and again during the war. He lias 
receivgl me plaudits of his superior officers 
on sundry occasions, and still be is kept in the 
command ofa brigade on Colonel’s pay. This 
is not right. If he is kept in the performance 
of a Brigadier General's duty, he ought to re- 
ceive honor and pay accordingly. 

The game may be said with equal force as 
respects our estimable Lieut. Col. Hanson, 
commanding the 20th Kentucky. 

This repiment is not excelled by any ia the 
service, either in drill or valor. It is a model 
regiment, and hag received universal praise 
wherever it has been. It has also seen more 
hard service than many other regiments whose 
praise has been sung through the press. It 
was in the battle of Shiloh, in the siege of Cor- 
inth, in the skirmish before Danville, Ky., and 
lastj though not least, it alone routed Gen. Bu- 
ford with three regiments at Nelson’s Cross 
Roads, capturing two hundred head of stock, 
and taking fifty prisoners. Gen. Crufts brig- 
ade was present at Nelson’s Cross Roads, but 
the 20th, being in advance, »as the only regi- 
ment which fired a gun. Col. Hanson com- 
manded in person in these several engage- 
ments. 

Brig. Gen. Manson, who is always on the 
alert, dashed out day before yesterday to the 
burnt bridge, accompanied by one aid, and re- 
turned yesterday at noon. All is quiet in that 
section. Gen. Manson will have all the points 
well guarded, even if it imposes upon him ex- 
tra duty. Such a General is a great desiderat- 
um in this section of the state.

tucky infantry, Captain John Wilson was 
called to the chair, Lieut. Thomas H. Carson 
was appointed secretary. Captain Ansil D. 
Powell, Capt. Henry C. Thomas, and Lieut. 
Tbos. H. Carson were appointed a committee 
to draft preamble and resolutions expressive 
of our respect for Major G. B. Broadus, who is 
about to retire from the service. After a 
short deliberation, the committee reported the 
following preamble and resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted: 

It is with the most profound regret that we 
have heard of the resignation of Major G. B. 
Broadus, and we do most Bincercly sympathize 
with him in the affliction which nas forced 
on him the necessity of retiring firom the ser- 
vice, particularly at the time when the coun- 
try needs the servicos of all true patriots pos- 
sessing the rare abilities which so eminently 
qualify Major Broadus as a military officer. 

We cannot permit the occasion to pass with- 
out giving expression to our feelings of regret 
at parting with our much esteemed compan- 
ion in arms, and also tendering to him our 
hearty wishes for his future prosperity and 
welfare. 

As an officer (whose gallantry has shown 
forth heroically on the battle-fields of Stone 
River and Snow Hill), ever prompt to duty, 
firm in enforcing obedience to orders, always 
sympathizing with, and, when duty permit- 
ted, ever ready to relieve the hardships of the 
soldier; courteous and kind to subordinates, 
respectful to superiors; in short, beloved and 
respected by all with whom he associated. 

Resolved, That we hereby tender to Major 
G. B. Broadus, late Major of the 8th regiment 
Kentucky infantry, our thanks for the kind 
and impartial manner in which helms dis- 
charged the duties devolving on him as Major, 
as wall when in command of the regiment as 
while in the capacity ot Major, at the same 
time assuring him that he carries with him in 
his retirement our warmest wishes for his 
welfare and hopes of a speedy recovery from 
his affliction. 

Resolved, That the Louisville Journal be 
requested to publish the foregoing, and that 
the Lexington Observer and Reporter be re- 
quested to copy.

er. Generally, it appears to be a nickname 
which the radicals apply to all who are not 
radicals. 

Our own leading principles are perfectly 
understood, or ought to be, and we sympathize 
with all who substantially hold them, and we 
wage war against all who oppose them, no 
matter bow either class may be designated by 
its enemies. We are against all radical and 
unconstitutional measures, and we are 
for the vigorous prosecution of the war. 
We will oppose radicalism by all legal 
means consistent with the prompt putting 
down of the rebellion by force of arms, but 
no misdeeds committed at Washington or 
anywhere else shall divert us from this great 
and paramount purpose. If withholding men 
and money would guard or heal the Constitu- 
tion without sacrificing the Union to the re- 
bellion, we might withhold men and money; 
but it wouldn't — it would insure the destruc- 
tion of the Union and the Constitution alike 
and together. Whilst steadily opposing rad- 
icalism by protesting against it and by voting 
in every election against Us supporters, we 
would rather have the Union even at the 
heavy expense of some violations of the Con- 
stitution than not have it at all — rather, that 
is, than have neither Constitution nor Union. 
Save or restore the Union, and the Constitu- 
tion, if wounded, can also be restored, but, 
destroy the Union, and what earthly power can 
ever revivify the deSd Constitution ! 

These are our principles — opposition to radi- 
calism and opposition to the treasonable policy, 
which, upon the pretcnceof withstanding radi- 
calism, would yield up the U nion and Consti- 
tution as victims to the horrid monster of re- 
bellion. With all who hold the same princi- 
ples and actively sustain them, no matter 
whether known as Republicans or Democrats 
or Copperheads, we sympathize; and to all 
others, Btyle themselves what they may, we 
have an antipathy. If any man, however 
strong his professions of patriotism, is the ad- 
vocate of infractions of the Constitution, we 
repudiate him. And if any man, however ve 
hement his protestations of devotion to the 
great charter of American freedom, exhausts 
all his wrath upon this offending administra- 
tion without having a word to say against the 
awful crime of secession and its supporters, or 
discourages enlistments, or incites, advises, or 
countenances refractoriness in regard to the 
draft or the payment of taxe3, we denounce 
such man as an enemy of his country, and a 
friend of the rebellion. 
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The people of thi3 State, three- fourths of 
them, are with the Democracy of the North — 
a party that kept this Union together.

Yes, the "people of this State, three-fourths 
of them, are with the Democracy of the 
North," but, neighbor, you are with the other 
fourth. You are not with the Democracy of 
the North. You are against them. You are 
with the secessionists of Kentucky. 

The position of the Democracy of the North 
was asserted explicitly by Governor Seymour 
in his inaugural address, aud has just been re- 
asserted not less explicitly by the Democratic 
members of the Legislature of New York. 

Said Governor Seymour in his inaugural 
address : 

We must accept the condition of affairs as 
they stand. At this moment the fortunes of 
our country are influenced by the result of 
battles. Our armies in the field must be sup- 
ported — all constitutional demands of our 
General Government must be promptly re- 
sponded to. 

Say the Democratic members of the Legis- 
lature of New York in their address to the 
people: 

We do not propose to discuss the question of 
the mutual duties of citizens and governmental 
authorities which this state of things has de- 
veloped. It is fully and ably presented in the 
message of Governor Seymour to this Legisliv- 
ture on its organization. In those statesman- 
like views we cordially concur. They have 
furnished a rallying point and common grQund 
of union to the loyal Democracy and conserv- 
atives of all the States.

In the midst of the surrounding gloom, with 
a desperate struggle forced upon us, the duty 
of the Democracy of New York can be clearly 
discerned. It is to furnish to those in author- 
ity all constitutional means for the successful 
conduct of the war till the armed force of the 
rebellion — the object and aims of which we 
heartily condemn — is broken, and to struggle 
pe sistingly against a dismemberment of the 
Union.

This is the position of the Democracy of the 
North.

The third resolution of Senator Grover’s 
Resolution-’, which constitute the platform of 
the secession party of Kentucky, is as follows: 

Resolved, That the object and purpose of the 
war having been perverted by the party now 
in control of the Government, in violation of 
its oft repeated and most solemn pledges, our 
Senators in Congress are instructed, and our 
Representatives are requested, to oppose any 
further aid in its prosecution by furnishing 
either men or money. 

This is the position of the secessionists of 
Kentucky. Here is where they stand. And, 
neighbor, you stand with them, as witness the 
following declaration of yours: 

We say no! not another dollar nor another 
man can they get with onr consent. Ken- 
tucky owes it to her past declaration to take 
this position unequivocally. But this is sur- 
rendering to the rebellion they say. If it be 
so, then we shall have the consolation of 
knowing that the rebellion succeeded rather 
through our devotion to the great principles 
of constitutional freedom than because of our 
departure from the established limits of the 
government and a violation of all the enlight- 
ened dictates of humanity. 

That is to say, you declare, that, if the policy 
of the Administration cannot be reversed at 
the next session of Congress, you would not 
give another dollar or another man, though 
the consequence of refusing be a surrender to 
the rebellion. You affirm the secession posi- 
tion in its most aggravated form. Here is 
where you stand. 

And yet every now and then you talk about 
the Democracy of the North as if you were 
standing with them! Neighbor, the thing 
won't do; it is too transparent. Yon had bet- 
ter drop it altogether. So far from standing 
with the Democracy of the North, Vallandig- 
ham himself, whose own position inclines so 
far toward the rebellion as to be repudiated by 
the Democracy of the North, repudiates your 
position as not only “moral treason but very 
little short of actual treason itself." So ab- 
surd is your pretension to affiliation with the 
Democracy of the North! And still you keep 
up the pretension, and, under cover of it, keep 
up your war upon the Union party of Ken- 
tucky, which openly and expressly affiliates 
with the Democracy of the North.

Our neighbor claims that he is not a seces- 
sionist. Very well. We do not say that he is 
We say only that he stands with the secession- 
ists and acts with them, against the Union 
party of Kentucky and the Democracy of the 
North, to 9ay nothing of his own public record 
for the last two years. And this we have just 
proved for the fiftieth time. With onr neigh- 
bor’s motive we of course have nothing to do. 
We indeed very willingly accept his profession 
on this head. W e certainly shall not follow him 
in transgressing the bounds of fair and legiti- 
mate discussion. Our concern is exclusively 
with his position in fact. And that is un- 
questionably secession to the core. We 
even wish wo could with propriety silently 
pass by our neighbor’s assertion of this posi- 
tion. Such pretermission would surely be 
grateful to us; but, so long as onr neighbor 
asserts the position in the interest of a faction 
which holds the position in common with 
himself, and that aspires to the possession of 
the government of Kentucky through the de- 
feat and disgrace of the Union party of the 
State, we should be recreant to onr duty as 
public journalists if we failed to hold up his 
position as it is. If he shrinks from the ab- 
horrence the position excites, he should drop it.

The Mobile Register is not inferior in ability 
or influence or authority to the Richmond En- 
quirer or any other organ in the Rebel Con- 
federacy. What it says is true: if men in the 
Confederacy write or speak against the Con- 
federate cause, they are, even at the best, 
“branded and expelled as traitors or public 
enemies,” and the Mobile organ might go 
further and say, that they are far oftener 
doomed to death or imprisonment. 

Such is the condition of things in the Con- 
federacy into which our rebel sympathizer 
are longing and striving to force Kentucky.

He favored no measure that would aid or 
abet the abolition party in this attempt to sub- 
vert the Constitution.

He referred to the horrors of war; spoke of 
the consequences of it — the widows, orphans, 
and helpless fathers and mothers cast upon 
the world without protection. The “pale, 
sheeted ghosts” of those who have fallen in 
this struggle will point with “ominous des- 
peration ut the leaders of this rebellion, and 
curse them eternally 

The rebellion will be suppressed, said he. It 
is a necessity, aud the Federal Government 
has the ability to do it. It is treason to the 
memory of our fathers, and an insult to the 
greatness of the American people, to think 
otherwise. The wide-encircling walls of our 
navy completely surround them, 

And still tho approaching trenches 

Closer miue their secret way 

to the heart of the enemy's country, while 
withering famine runs riot in their land. 

Mr. Barbour followed Mr. Harding in a 
speech of about an hoar, which was loyal to 
the core, and very well received. It is unnec- 
essary to state his position on present ques- 
tions further than to say that he wants the 
war vigorously prosecuted, and stands firmly 
on the platform adopted by the Union Demo- 
cratic Convention on March 18th. He is par- 
ticularly severe on the Democrat, and says the 
course of that paper produces more rebellion 
than all the speeches that could be made by 
Breckinridge in Kentucky. 

Both Harding and Barbour are candidates 
for Congress, as you know, and will be before 
the convention which meets in Lebanon on 
the third Wednesday in ibis month. Both are 
truly loyal, and both would represent the dis- 
trict with marked ability. By-the-by, there is 
some misunderstanding about the time of the 
Lebanon Convention. Please state the time 
that it meets, in the Journal. 

There is great complaint in the lower coun- 
ties of the want of a board of trade at Leba- 
non. Goods, only in small parcels, are per- 
mitted to leave this town, so that some six or 
eight counties rely upon Lebanon for what 
goods they buy. Of course it is troublesome 
to ride fifty miles for a few dollars' worth of 
goods. 

Lieut. Morris of the lGth Kentucky Infant- 
ry shot a private in his company a short time 
«ince. The private was drunk, and, when or- 
dered to go to.camp, assailed the Lieutenant 
and tried to pull on his shoulder-straps, aud 
did pull off one. Morris shot him in the left 
side. Hopes are entertained for his recovery. 

Hon. J. R. Thomas and C. S. Hill are spoken 
of for the Legislature from our county. Both 
are good men, and of undoubted loyalty. 

Bands of robbers are all through our coun- 
ty, robbing every one. On the night of the 
2d instant, Mrs. Fidler, at Haysville, was 
robbed of a large amount of jewelry, several 
dresses, and some money, bhc was choked 
when she attempted to alarm the neighbors. 
These thieves are clothed in the Federal uni- 
form, and always claim to belong to the Fede- 
ral army. Would it not be well to arrest 
and send to the army every man who wears 
any piece of army clothing? It has become 
too common a thing for citizens to put on and 
wear continually soldiers’ clothing. It is 
most always done to hide some villainy. A nd 
is there no law to prevent citizens wearing 
the Confederate uniform? 

Hod. A. Harding speaks at Springfield next 
Monday. Capt. K. A. Graves at the same time 
speaks there. We do not suppose that the 
Captain desires to go to Congress.

Meeting of Merchants To-night. 

An Important Movement. 

At the suggestion of many members of the 
Board of Trade, a meeting of the merchants 
of this city has been called for THIS EVEN- 
ING, at eight o’clock, at the Council Chamber, 
corner of Jefferson and Sixth streets. During 
the spring of 1862, an effort was made to or 
ganize a Board of Trade, but nothing was ever 
accomplished beyond the election of officers. 
We have often deplored the strange lukewarm- 
ness evinced by our merchants and manufac- 
turers on this subject, and we are therefore re- 
joiced to hope that even at this eleventh hour 
there is a prospect that the original intention 
will be carried out. If the Board of Trade 
had been in effective operation during the 
past twelve or fifteen months it would have 
accomplished great results for the trade of our 
city, and we should have been spared the mor- 
tification of seeing business diverted from 
Louisville to other more energetic rivals until 
we have really lost all our old intercourse, and 
apart from the public military transaction', 
the city is actually without any impulse which 
can be dignified with the name of business. 
The various Treasury orders regulating trade 
have been regarded a&necessary, and submit- 
ted to with patriotic resignation, but they 
could have been essentially modified if there 
had been proper and authoritative representa- 
tions made of the injury they were effecting. 
That our business men should at last have 
found this out is not surprising, but it is cer- 
tainly inexplicable that for more than a year 
they have suffered so many inconveniences 
without taking some decisive measures to 
remedy them. The meeting called for this 
evening demands the earnest attention of 
everybody who is interested in the prosperity 
of the city, and we hope the following call ol 
the officers of the Board of Trade will meet 
a universal response.

MY RECOLLECTIONS OF TOE LATE DBIOA- 
Dll^t GENERAL TERRILL. 

Franklin, Tenn., May 6, 1863. 

I promised you in my last letter that I would 
write again as soon as I could. In reading 
"Old Soldier’s” letter, concerning the death of 
Gen. Terrill, I feel like paying some tribute of 
respect to that brave and good man. When 1 
had learned that he had forsaken all for the 
good of his country, and had offered up bis 
life as a sacrifice upon the altar of his country, 

I felt very much like adding my testimony as 
to the goodness of his heart 
Wednesday, October 1, 1862, will long be 
remembered by thousands of soldiers who 
left Louisville,’ Ky., for the purpose of s’earch- 
iog out the rendezvous of the rebel army under 
Gen. Bragg. Gen. McCook’s corps, after going 
a short distance from Louisville, took the Tay- 
lorsville pike. That evening we camped in 
the open air near Jetfersontown, twelve miles 
southwest of Louisville. 

Oct. 2. We marched within one mile and 
a halt of Taylorsville. This was the hardest 
day’s march that any of our tioops have made 
since the commencement of the war, all things 
considered. The forepart of the day was very 
warm, and no water to be had that-was tit to 
drink. In the afternoon it rained, which 
made it very hard marching. Our men had 
very little to eat. That night they slept on the 
ground. 

Oct- 3. Marched three miles, and camped 
on a large hill in sight of Taylorsville. Quite 
a number of our men were overcome by the 
heat. We camped out in the open air. 

Oct. 4. We left camp about 10 o’clock, all 
on double quick, as it was rumored that Bragg 
was advancing upon us. Rained very hard 
after we had started. We marched eight 
miles and camped on Dr. Menifield's farm, in 
sight of Bloomfield, twelve miles from Bards- 
town. 

Oct. 5. It being Sunday, our troops were 
allowed to rest. 

Oct. 6. We left Bloomfield about 9 o’clock 
A. M., and took the pike that leads to Danville. 
Camped this evening on a hill near Chaplain 
River, in Washington county. Our train was 
very late in overtaking us. Many of our men 
laid down to sleep supperless. 

Oct. 7. This was another severe day’s 
march. The men suffered intensely for want 
of water. It was a hard matter to get our 
horses and mules to travel. Some of the men 
were so much fatigued that they laid down by 
the side of the road, being unable to travel 
any further. I was informed that two or three 
had died from sunstroke. It was on this day 
that I formed the acquaintance of Brigadier 
General Terrill. I had heard that one of our 
men had died from fatigue, and whilst our 
brigade was resting I walked back a short dis- 
tance to make some inquiries about him. 
When I returned I found that our brig- 
ade had moved on. I was soon over- 
taken by General Terrill and his brig- 
ade. He introduced himself to me, 
ind then asked me “what regiment I belonged 
to?" I told hin. the 121st Ohio, commanded 
by Colonel W. P. Reid. Said he to me, “I 
uppose that you are the Chaplain.” 1 told 
him 1 was. I informed him what I bad been 
doing. “Well,” said he, "that is right.” He 
then talked sometime in regard to the duties 
and usefulness of an army Chaplain. I was 
very favorably impressed with his remarks, 
and also with his manly deportment, and 
wished that all officers were possessed with 
the same Christian spirit. 

He ordered one of his escorts to dismount 
and give me his horse, and told me that when 
1 had overtaken my regiment I could leave 
the horse bv the side of the road, and they 
would get him when they came up. We 
camped near Maxville this morning, about 
eight miles from Perryville. 

Oct. 8t’u. — At Maxville, whilst waiting for 
our troops to get properly arranged, I again 
saw Gen. Terrill, and had a shoft talk with 
him. He was the very picture of health. 
Whilst he appeared bouyant, I could discover 
that he was thoughtful. W hilst we were rest- 
ing here, we could distinctly hear the artillery 
a few miles ahead of ns. 

I will now record a fact that I have not seen 
noticed in print: A short distance from Max- 

ville we were met by a large number of citi- 
zens, and quite a number of young ladies. As 
we marched by them they sung a beautiful 
song welcoming us to the State of Kentucky 
As we were leaving they sung a farewell song, 
which brought tears from many eyes. Gen. 
Terrill and many others heard their funeral 
dirge sung that morning by the fair young 
women of Kentucky. 

When we arrived within four miles of 
Chaplin Hills skirmishers were pushed for- 
ward. They continued in this position until 
we arrived near the scene of action. The 
firing by both armies did not become general 
until about one o’clock P. M. Immediately 
ifterwards such a scene followed as beggars 
all description. It seemed ns though the heav- 
ens and the earth were coming together, and 
for two hours or more there was a con- 
ti iuous firing, both of infantry and ar- 
tillery. Toward evening, as the sun was 
h ding his face from the bloody con- 
flict, the firing gradually ceased; and when 
dtrknesa covered the earth, there was a death- 
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asath cf fiui asd flowers has some at 
Utt. I Wfiudar tbs posit n if if thought of tha 
former when they sung so rapturously about 
the latter. They could not have lived In this 
oountry, or If they did they mult have had 
less feeling or mere philosophy than Is com- 
monly attributed to poets, as the flie3 are pos- 
itively so annoying we cannot enjoy our ac- 
customed afternoon nap, but still we de- 
rive some consolation from the fact that, if 
their bills are troublesome, they are not 
half so much so as other bills we could name, 
What a pesuliarsound is thereportof a rifle 
in the dead hour of night, how it seems to 
echo and reverberate among the hills, and 
with what celerity it rouses the dormant ener- 
gies of the sleeping soldiers. Last night as 
we lay in our tent in a half sleeping, half 
wakeful humour, we were startled by the 
shrill crack of a rifle. What regiment is on 
picket? was instantly asked. The 31st Indi- 
ana, was the answer. “Then they fired at some- 
thing — they have too much experience to be 
scared.” And the prophecy was correct, the 
shot was fired at the enemy, some of whom 
wore discovered prowling around our lines. 
The numerous reports we have about the ene- 
my approaching us in force serve to keep us 
constantly on the watch, while the prayer of 
every soldier is for them to come. I would 
not be at all surprised if the wily Johnston 
would attempt to draw us out; his only chance 
lies in the defeat of this army; he cannot re- 
peat the flank movement of last fall, and the 
cloud gathering around him is fearful enough 
to daunt even the impetuous Jo. Let our 
friends remember that we desire the rebels to 
attack us, for we can and will whip them 
worse than they ever have been whipped du- 
ring this war. 

I learn from deserters that the breach be- 
tween Breckinridge and Bragg has grown 
wider and wider until now it is beyond re- 
pairing. Bragg, it seems, takes particular 
pains to sneer at his Kentucky and Tennessee 
troops whenever an opportunity offers. This 
conduct is resented by Breckinridge most 
fiercely. It may be some comfort for our se- 
cession friends at home to know that the 2d 
rebel Kentucky regiment ha3 been reduced to 
a little over a hundred men, a miserable rem- 
nant of the large band of deluded young men 
who followed Hunt and Buckner from Ken- 
tucky. Desertions from the rebel Kentucky 
regiments are constantly taking place. The 
2d is not far from U9, and six of their men 
came into our lines to-day — among them a 
young Marshall of Louisville. These men 
report the Kentucky, Tennessee, and Arkansas 
troops in a state little better than that of actual 
mutiny. If the rebels do not mind they will 
have no array to fight us with if they con- 
tinue too near our lines any length of time 
without attacking us. 

We have “turned in" (to use a soldier's 
phrase) our Sibley tents, and are now enjoy- 
ing the luxuries of the shelter tent, better 
known among the men as the “dog tents.” 
One of our companies, in putting up their 
shelter tents, discovered a letter written ffiy 
the young lady who made the tent, to the 
soldier who might use it, requesting him to 
write to her at Philadelphia. The Captain of 
the company, who is a very gallant as well as 
gallant officer, wrote an appropriate answer. 

I regret that I did not get a copy of her letter, 
but I was absent from camp when the tent was 
opened, and when I returned the characters 
were obliterated. There is something new in 
her style of soliciting a correspondent, but I 
think it a surer method than advertising; this 
will do for romantic young men, such, for in- 
stance, as my friend, the "Hoosicr,” who writes 
“Invocations to May,” and sundry other beau- 
tiful things about the bright sunshine, lovely 
flowers, Ac., or perhaps just such a chapter 
would suit the young soldier , whom I must 
confess I believe to be a recruit in everything 
save writing love letters, and I hare heard from 
sources not to be mentioned that he is really 
excruciating in his attentions to the fair sex. 
Well, I don’t blame him, young soldiers need 
sweethearts to send them something good to 
eat, such a9 pies, Ac. We cannot expect them 
to eat hard crackers and fat bacon all the time, 
or get used to them immediately. 

We have just had a fine review. General 
Cruft was the reviewing officer; the troops 
looked well, and as we gazed upon the regi- 
ments marchiDg by in such precision and style 
we could hardly bring ourselves to believe 
that we were looking upon the veterans of 
half a dozen pitched battles. 

The enemy are said to be near our position; 
how neai, Madame Report saith not. We have 
had no picket firing as yet to-day, but if we 
have a brush to-morrow we will not be disap- 
pointed or surprised, because we are expect- 
ing it, and if the enemy do not regret encoun- 
tering our veterans again I am no judge either 
of human nature or of good soldiers. 

Enclosed you will find a special order, de- 
tailing a board of examiners to examine into 
the qualifications of officers for their positions, 
and their effieieneg in discipline, Ac. This is 
a good step in the right road. Rosecrans is de- 
termined to have none savo good men for his 
officers if he can avoid it, and for this he de- 
serves as much praise as though he had won 
another battle. 

I had the pleasure of meeting Gen. R. W. 
Johnson a day or two since. The General 
seems to be in good health and spirits, not- 
withstanding the many reports which were 
set afloat about him immediately after the 
battle at this place. Like a true patriot, he is 
willing to stand by his post, and to die at it if 
necessary. In our humble opinion, we do not 
think he has received that justice his merit 
deserves, but the “books are not yet closed,” 
and fruit which ripens too soon is apt to be 
rotten before the winter passes away. 

A little after dusk last evening, it was an- 
nounced that we were to have divine service, 
and as we are morally inclined we attended. 

1 wish I was able to print a copy of the scene 
for your readers. Seated among the tall ce- 
dars, and lounging against them, was a toler- 
ably, large congregation, while a large stump 
served for a pulpit. The Rev. Win. Price, 
chaplain of our regiment, conducted the exer- 
cises. He is a gentleman of considerable abil- 
ity and delivered a very fine discourse 
from the text, “My yoke is easy and my bur- 
den is light.” _ Shortly after be commenced 
speaking, the little stars came out and shed 
their silvery light upon the scene — making it 
one of expressive beauty — and just as he was 
about to tfonclude, the moon rising above the 
tops of the tall cedars shed her bright and 
beautiful light full upon the congregation, as 
if to remind us that the bcautihil light which 
she reflected was but typical of the light re- 
flected by the preacher through divine influ- 
ence upon the subject he was handling. 

I feel somewhat surprised, and sometimes a 
very little vexed, that correspondents cannot 
find signatures for themselves without borrow- 
ing a portion of mine, and one man actually 
appropriated the entire name to himself not 
long since in the Nashville Union. As a mat- 
ter of course there are thousands of old sol- 
diers besides myself in the army, but no 
one used the signature until after I 
had written over it for months, then 
came “Young Soldier,” then “Recruit, 
then “Old Soldier’s Pupil,” Ac., all a slight 
and very slight variation from the signature } 
had chosen. No writer of any great ability 
would be guilty of approaching so near to 
plagiarism, and I suppose I must forgive the 
offenders on the grounds that they have not 
wit enough to originate a nom de plume by 
which they would wish to be known.

nized me, and reached out his hand, and as he 
took my hand in his he said: “Well, Chap- 
lain, I am glad to see you;” and, after talking 
with him a short time, he raised his voice and 
spoke in an audible tone, “God have mercy 
on my soul.” Then adjusting the clothes about 
him, he said, “now let me rest.” He felt calm 
and peaceful, and met death with Christian 
fortitude. 1 was told that evening by one ot 
his friends that he was a member in good 
standing in the Episcopal church. 

Thus has died one of the bravest men of this 
war. May his soul rest in peace, and at the 
general resurrection, may he come forth to 
meet bis Saviour.

Philadelphia, May 9. 
The Bulletin of this city publishes the fol- 
lowing highly important intelligence this 
evening: 

We learn from the editors of the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer that one of their correspondents, 
who has just returned from Washington, in- 
formed them that Gen. Hooker recroased the 
Rappahannock in force yesterday, the men 
carrying eight days rations with 'them; they 
also learn from another source that is vouched 
for as reliable, that Gen. Keys has taken pos- 
session of Richmond, having advanced upon 
it by way of Vorktown, and that the Federal 
flag floats over the rebel Capitol. 

If this intelligence is true, Hooker’s falling 
hack was a ruse, and that the real advance on 
Richmond was to be made while Lee’s army 
was on the Rappahannock. 

If Gen. Stoneraan has cut off the communi- 
cation of Gen. Lee, as reported, it will be a 
work of time for Gen. Lee to reach the rebel 
capital. In the meantime, Hooker is on his 
heels. 

Later . — We have confirmation, from a per- 
fectly reliable source, that Gen. Hooker ha< 
reero9sed the Rappahannock. 

Gold has been falling rapidly to-day, and 
this fact has probably resulted from the im- 
portant movements reported. We have no 
quotations of the precious metal to report sirce 
the reception of this important news. The 
telegraph is silent concerning the startling in- 
telligence which has already startled Third 
and Chestnut streets, exciting the utmost en- 
thusiasm. 

Grand Gulf, May 6, via Cairo, May 8. 
Major- General dialler k: 

I learn that Col. Grierson, with his cavalry, 
has been heard of first about ten days ago in 
northern Mississippi. He moved thence and 
sO-uck the railroad thirty miles east of Jack- 
son at a point called Newton's Station. He 
then moved southward toward Enterprise, 
and demanded tbe surrender of the place, 
and gave an hour's grace, during which Gen. 
Loriug arrived. He left at once toward 
Hazelhurst, on the New Orleans and Jackson 
railroad. At this point he tore up the track. 
Thence he passed to Babala, ten miles further 
south, 6n the same road, and thence eastward 
-x the Natchez road, where he had a fight 

ith Wurt Adams’ cavalry. From this point 

s marched back on the New Orleans and 
Jackson railroad to Brook Haven, ten miles 
from Summit, and was supposed to be making 
bis way to Baton Rouge. He had spread ex 
citement throughout the State, destroying 
railroad, trestle-works and bridges, burning 
locomotives and railroad stock, taking prison- 
ers and destroying stores of all kinds.

Washinoton, May 9. 

The following has been received at head- 
quarters: 

Grand Gulf, 3d, via Memphis, May 7. 

To Major- Gen. Ualleck, General-in-Chief: 

We landed at Bonlingsburg April 30th and 
moved immediately on Port Gibson. We met 
the enemy, 11,000 strong, four miles south of 
Port Gibson, at two A. M., on the 1st inst., and 
were engaged all day, entirely routing him, 
with a loss of many killed and about five hun- 
dred prisoners, besides the wounded. Our loss 
is about one hundred killed and five hundred 
wounded. The enemy retreated toward Vicks- 
burg, destroying the bridges over the two forks 
of the Bayou Pierce. These were rebuilt, anti 
the pursuit was continued until the present 
time. Besides the heavy artillery at this 
place, four field pieces of artillery were cap- 
tured and some stores, and the enemy was 
driven to destroy many more. The country 
is the most broken and difficult to operate in I 
ever saw. Our victory has been most com- 
plete, ' and the enemy i9 thoroughly de- 
moralized.

Philadelphia, May 9. 

Latest. — It is reported that private advices 
have been received in this city from Fortress 
Monroe, stating that 10,000 Federal troops had 
arrived there on the 6th inst. as reinforcements, 
and immediately moved forward lor an attack 
on Richmond. 

There is no doubt that Gen. Hooker has re- 
crossed the Rappahannock. It is also stated 
that Gen. Stonemen was lying at the White 
House on the 6th inst. and receiving rein- 
forcements on transports via York River, with 
which he intends to move forward to Rich- 
mond. 

The people of this city are in the highest 
state of excitement over this glorious news. 

Washinoton, May 9. 

The total number of wounded soldiers that 
have arrived here up to the present time is 
supposed to be about three thousand. 

Gen. Sigel had an interview with President 
Lincoln to-day. He is anxious to be put in 
active service. 



Sunday Night’s Despatches. 



New York, May 10. 

The Times’ correspondent, who accompanied 
Stonemen’s raid, give3 reliable particulars 
tbereot. It appears that his whole force crossed 
on the 29th of April at Kelly’s Ford, and that 
Gen. Averill moved to the Orange and Alexan- 
dria Railrood, where he met two rebel regi- 
mentSj and, after skirmishing, retired to Gor- 
dOnsville. Only twoot ourmeti were wounded. 
Gen. Buford crossed the P " : 4in at Morton’s 
Portion Thursday, causing 1,600 rebel infantry 
to hurriedly vacate Raecotn Ford, when Gen. 
Gregg soon afterwards cruoe. ., and some 
miDor captures were made. 

Our Friday our forces got close on the heels 
of a rebel force at Orange Springs, who, to 
escape, abandoned their wagons, provisions, 
Ac. A rebel Lieutenant of Jackson’s staff 
was here captured. 

On May 2d Louisa C. H. was occupied with- 
out opposition by. Col. Kilpatrick, and a few 
rebel soldiers captured. The track of the rail- 
road towards Gordonsville was destroyed for 
ten miles, two trains of curs burnt, and the 
telegraph lines destroyed. During the night a 
detachment of tbe 1st Maine cavalry, on 
ticket, was attacked by rebels, and two killed. 
The enemy disappeared in the advance of a 
brigade. In the afternoon a command moved 
to Thompson's from Corner’s. One party de- 
stroyed a portion of the railroad between Gor- 
donsville and Charlott*6cille; another of 400 
men, under Col. Wyndbam, proceeded to 
Columbia, on the James River, and destroyed 
five locks of the canal, boats, five bridges, and 
a larfie quantity ot commissary stores. 

The attempt to destroy the aqueduct was un 
successful. Several hundred horses were here 
taken. A party under Capt. Drummond, of 
the 5th cavalry, reached the river between 
Columbia and Richmond, destroyed the locks 
and levees, and set fire to the bridge across the 
James river. 

Gen. Gregg proceeded to the Fredericksburg 
railroad, destroying at Ashland the depot 
buildings and stock and a train of cars of pro- 
visions and the telegraph. He sent a detach- 
ment to burn tbe railroad bridge over tbe 
South Anna, but it was strongly guarded by 
infantry and tbe party fell back. Gen. Gregg 
returned to Thompson Corners, bnt a portion 
of bis command, under Col. Kilpatrick, moved 
eastward to the central road, destroying the 
bridge on that road over the South Anna, cap- 
turing and destroying a train of cars, culverts, 
and the railroad track for miles, and then pass- 
ed down to the Peninsula. Another portion 
of Gregg’s command, under Col. Davis, of the 
12th Illinois, crossed the roads nearer Rich- 
mond, destroying railroads, telegraphs, the 
bridges over Brook river, and railway trains. 

Anotherdetachment burned all the turnpike 
bridges, the enemy making a flank movement 
and catching Stoneman in a trap. On the 4th 
Haupton and W. D. H. Lee with two brigades 
attacked six hundred of the Fifth cavalry on 
picket duty, near Sannon Hill. Their charge 
was met by a counter charge, and the rebels 
were temporarily repulsed, but rallying they 
captured seventeen of our men. Our force 
captured thirteen of the enemy. Gen. Buford 
advanced and the enemy fled. 

On the night of the 4th Gen. Gregg moved 
to near Yancey ville, followed next day by 
Gen. Stoneman with Buford’s command. Sev 
enteen army wagons were here captured. 

On the 6th the retrogade movement com- 
menced, and, crossing at Raccoon Ford, the 
whole party arrived at Kelly’s Ford on the 
morning of the 8th. 

Our whole I033 was two killed, and not 
over fifty wounded and taken prisoners. 

Negroes joined the column in flocks and 
begged to be taken away. They everywhere 
gave us valuable information, acted as guides 
at several points, and furnished us with un- 
stinted hand all tbe food they had to our ser- 
vice. 

New York, May 10. 
The Herald’s Washington despatch says our 
loss in tbe recent battles is estimated at 11,000, 
and the rebel loss at 18,000. It is reported 
that Geu. Lee sent a flag of truce to General 
Hooker asking supplies tor wounded Federal 
soldiers, stating that his army was deficient 
therein aDd his communication cut off. It is 
said medical and hospital supplies were sent. 

Nkwbern, N. C., May 5. 

A report came inside the lines yesterday 
that the North Carolina banks refused to pay 
their assessment to the Confederate Govern- 
ment, in which determination they are sus- 
tained by Governor Vance, who reiterates his 
threat to recall the rebel troops from this State,

day last. There were twenty persons aboard 
Only one of them is known to have escaped 
Nothing has been heard of tbe remainder at 
Millikln’s Bend up to Tuesday night. If they 
reached either shore, they were probably cap- 
tured, as the rebels occupied the point of the 
Peninsula at the time, having crossed over for 
the purpose of intercepting any barges that 
miphthe floating down. 

The Bulletin also sivs Gen. Grant has sent 
1.900 prisoners to Milliken’s Bend. A portion 
of his forces, when last heard from, were with- 
in 20 miles of Jackson. They had taken sev- 
eral days’ rations with them It ia reported 
that the bridge over tbe Big Black River is 
destroyed, thus cutting off the rebel retreat 
from Vicksburg. 

Fortress Monrok, May 8. 

Mai -Gen. Dix and staff arrived this even- 
ing from York River, and states that Cols. 
Kilpatrick and Davis have arrived at Glouces- 
ter Point with 700 cavalry, without the loss of 
a man. The General sent a force to the White 
House last night, and they succeeded in de- 
stroying the bridges above that place and 
making important captures, including several 
prisoners. 

The steamer Wyomming arrived from Port 
Royal, but brings no news. 

Last Wendesday Gen. Foster sent all the 
rebel families, forty in number, out of New- 
iprn. The rebels refused to receive our fluff 
or truce, and tbe families were left beyond our 
lines, and between our3 and the rebel pickets, 
at a place called Cane Creek. 

, , Nswbbrm, N.C., May 6. 

On fhe 5th Lieut. Col. Lewis, of the Third 
I w York cavalry, made a reconnoissance with 
- battalion of his regiment from Newport to 
Petty’s Mills, where Captain Wharton's rebel 
company was stationed. Col. Lewis surprised 
the enemy, capturing the rebel camp, thirty-six 
horses, fourteen prisoners, the company’s arms 
and equipments, anti without any loss on our 
side. Two rebels were killed. 

Tbe commanding General of this depart- 
ment having been officially apprised that Gen. 
Wild is coming hither to raise an African bri- 
gade, informs the Secretary of War that he 
will not only give Gen. Wild all the assistance 
in his power, but will enter into tbe work 
cheerfully, believing that the black troops will 
fight. 

A large number of secession residents of 
Newhern were sent outside of our lines this 
morning. The'order for the expulsion of these 
people will be rigidly enforced throughout the 
Department. 

The rebel Gen. Garnett’s brigade, atfacbod 
to Gen. Hill's command, has gone to Virginia.

Most reliable estimates say our loss in killed, 
wounded, and missing places it not in excess 
of 15,000. 

Gen. Averill has been relieved ot his com- 
mand tor not keeping open cosnraixnication 
with Stoneman, and following orders for his 
part in the cavalry enpedition. Averill s 
friends are confident that he did noM'inff that 
cannot be fully justified. 

The reported loss of a large amount of field 
artillery in Hooker's retreat is untrue. « i» 
believed that our forces brought away more 
than they crossed with. Hooker had nearly 
recrossed the Rappahannock before he heitrd 
news in the rebel papers of the success .af 
Stoneman's expedition. 

But few wounded are arriving here. The 
cause of the delay is unknown. i

that he found Hooker’s army in much better 
condition than he anticipated, and believed 
that the moment the weather cleared off it 
could again moke a forward movement if it 
shall be so decided. 

Among improbable rumors brought by boat 
this eiTPuiug was one that the er.eny com- 
menced shelling Falmouth to-day, and anoth- 
er that Hooker commenced to cross again. 

There has been no excitement in Washing- 
ton to-da; r . 

It is bellowed in Washington that the con- 
scription will be immediately enforced, begin- 
ning with tine State of New York. 

The Timt'ij special says official confirmation 
has been received of the capture of the Rich- 
mond city battalion, (f ho were sent out to dis- 
cover tbe reason for the suspension of inter- 
course with Lee. They were captured by 
Stoneman ubout 16 miles from Richmond. 

Sixty-five rebel prisoners took the oath of 
allegiance, and more than one fourth of the 
prisoners Oaken will <k> the same. 

Twelve hundred wounded arrived in Wash- 
ington yesterday. 

The Tribune’s despatch states that the 
wounded are all to be brought to Washington 
aud are arriving rapidly. 

One thousand one hundred and seventy 
rebel prisoners captured at Chancellorsville 
have been sent to Fort Delaware. Many of 
them wish to take the oath of allegiance. 

Returned prisoners from Richmond state 
that Longstreet’s force, comprising two di- 
visions, was seen coming from rioffiolk to 
Richmond when our returned prisoners were 
on their way down the river. 

Tbe Richmond Despatch of the 7th st*n3 
that a rebel Surgeon gives their losses at 18,- 
000 . 

The Herald’s despatch states that the Wax 
Department has consented that wounded sol- 
diers may go home to be nursed. 

A correspondent of the Herald states tftat 
tbe 12lh New Hampshire went into the fight 
with 580 men and came out with only 150. A. 
Vermont brigade lost 300. 

The Herald's special says the latest rumor is 
thatOen. lleintzelman is to be placed in com- 
mand of the Army of the Potomac in place of 
Hooker. 

Nashville, May 9. 

It is reported by a gentleman, who has just 
come through our lines, that Gen. Van Dorn 
was shot and instantly killed by Dr. Peters, of 
Maury county, yesterday, at the latter's ho«se. 

The informant states that Van Dorn was 
discovered in criminal intercourse with Pe- 
ters’s wife. 

New York, May 9. 

The steamer Morning Star, from New Ofl- 
leanson the 30th and Havana on the 4th ult., 
has arrived. 

Part of Gen. Banks’s staff and his private 
Secretary came passengers, the latter, with 
dispatches to Government. 

The gunboat Huntsville waa spoken off Mo- 
ro Castle, having taken several prizes. 

News has been received from French bead- 
quarters in Mexico to the 12th saying that the 
French possessed all but a small portion of 
Puebla. 

The U. 8. schooner Anna had overhauled 
several suspicious vessels which caused great 
excitement at Havana. A Spanish steamer 
was sent to investigate. 

Cleveland, May 9. 

The Convention yesterday ofthe Cleveland, 
Columbus, and Cincinnati, and Toledo ami 
Cleveland, and Erie aud Buffalo, and State 
Line Railroads agreed to consolidate their 
gros3 earning and make a pro rata division on 
the basis of last year's earnings. 

New YorKj May 9. 

The steamer Circassian, from Wilmington 
on the 4th, has arrived. She has on board 
Commodore Forbes, who was captured off Sa- 
bine Pass by the steamer New London, and a 
lot of prisoners captured from the rebel steamer 
Chattahoochie. She reports the iron-dads off 
Charleston, all ready for another attack. 

New Likeness oe Washington. — A new 
likeness of Washington has recently come to 
light. It is a copy of a print supposed to have 
been executed by St. Memin, a celebrated 
French artist, and which is now quite rare, if 
indeed the copy recently brought out is not 
the only one now in existence. This print 
was preserved in tbe family of David Nichols, 
Esq., of Salem, to whom it descended from a 
maternal ancestor. It is a little, smoke- 
begrimed picture, in a black and unprepos- 
sessing frame, and was so little prized that it 
was for a long time suffered to remain neglect- 
ed in the kitchen. Finally it became so dim 
aud indistinct that the picture was taken out 
for the purpose of putting another one into 
the frame, when, on removing the back, tbe 
following certificate was found: 

"This was done in New York, 1790, and is 
acknowledged by all to be a very etrong like- 
ness. (Signed) B. GOODHUE.” 

Hon. Benj. Goodhue was the member of the 
First Congress of the United State! from Es- 
sex county, Massachusetts, aud was an inti- 
mate friend of Washington, whose confidence 
he enjoyed. The authenticity of the certificate 
is unquestioned. There is a tradition that, 
when Washington was expected in Salem, 
Mr. Goodhue, who was then in New York, 
was requested to send a likeness of him, from 
which to prepare a medallion or picture with 
which to adorn a triumphal arch. This en- 
graving came into the possession of an ances- 
tor of Mr. Nichofe about that time, and was 
probably the one which Mr. Goodhue for- 
warded. 

Tne picture gives a profile view of the face, 
and differs in some respects from the common- 
ly received likeness, but admirably conveys 



the mingled benignity, firmness, and dignity 
which was so characteristic of Washington. 
As a likeness, it is said by the venerable Jo- 
siah Quincy, who has seen it, to satisfy hi9 re- 
collections of Washington as he appeared in 
in 1769 and ’90, when he visited Boston. At 
that time Mr. Quincy saw him twice ortbrice, 
agd afterward several times in 1795. In a let- 
ter to Mr. Nichols, our distinguished fellow 
townsman says: 

“The common likenesses of Washington, 
unlike those of Stuart, which were painted 
subsequently to 1789, give a false expression 
to liis mouth, owing to his having at this pe- 
riod false teeth, the den tints of that day having 
not the skill to conceal their work like those 
of the present time. I regard the portrait in 
your possession as quite valuable.”
